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Business Leaders Attack 
San Rafael's Sign Policy 


Demands For Easing Of 
1971 Ordinance Made 


By NELS JOHNSON 
San Rafael businessmen, excoriating San Ra­ 
fael’s sign ordinance, last night demanded that the 
measure be eased. 
Merchants from all parts of the city jammed 
city hall as more than 150 appeared at a “ town 
hail” meeting called by the San Rafael Chamber 
of Commerce to air sharp criticism of the 
ordinance. 
The throng represented the 
largest convocation of San Ra­ 
fael businessmen at city hall in 
memory, a chamber official 
said 
The ordinance, adopted in 


April 1971. is sparking a wave 
of criticism since “ amortiza­ 
tion” or grace periods for many 
nonconforming signs expire 
over the next year. 
Merchants failed to offer 


their views on the ordinance 
when it was discussed during 
public hearings three years 
ago, despite repeated attempts 
by the city to generate interest. 
Planning Director Herbert G. 
Hotchner told the assemblage 


Merchants last night ap­ 
proved a resolution asking the 
city to delay enforcement of the 
ordinance for six months while 
a committee of businessmen 
appointed last night studies the 
measure and recommends revi­ 
sions. 
Merchants called the six- 
month delay a necessity, refer­ 
ring to it as a “ stay of execu­ 
tion .” 
The meeting opened with 
speeches by a panel of officials 
who discussed the ordinance 
and courses of action mer­ 


chants might take. On the panel 
were Milton Schwartz, chair­ 
man of the chamber sign ordi­ 
nance committee; Albert Blan­ 
chi. counsel for the group, and 
Clark Williams, an official of 
the state Electric Sign Associa­ 
tion 


Bianchi told merchants the 
ordinance was stringent but 
probably legal, and noted that 
very few businessmen were 
concerned about the ordinance 
when it was adopted in 1971. He 
said options of the group in­ 
clude launching a referendum 
to repeal the ordinance, and a 
court test, but said prospects 
for success appeared grim

End Is Seen 
To Arabian 
Oil Embargo 


T R IPO LI, Libya (U PI) - 
Arab oil ministers are expected 
to announce a two-month trial 
lifting of the oil embargo im­ 
posed on the United States last 
October when they meet in 
Vienna Sunday, oil sources said 
today. 
The sources warned there 
could be some variation on this 
theme—Liyba and Syria were 
reported to have opposed any 
relaxation—but said they be­ 
lieved the embargo would be 
eased or lifted in one form or 
another. 
Oil ministers of nine Arab 
members of the Organization of 
Arab 
Petroleum 
Exporting 
C ountries (O A P E C ) met 
through the day yesterday in 
Tripoli but adjourned without 
announcing any decision 
But they said they would 
meet again in Vienna Sunday. 
-Vienna was chosen because 
some of the Arab oil ministers 
will be attending a ministerial 
meeting of the worldwide Orga­ 
nization of Petroleum Export­ 
ing Countries 


One reason for the failure of 
the ministers to announce a 
decision in Tripoli probably was 
the attitude of Libyan leader 
Col. Moammar Khadafy. 


Moussa Sabry. editor of the 
Cairo newspaper Al Akhbar, 
said in a commentary today 
that in a recent message to 
Egyptian President Anwar Sad­ 
at, Khadafy said “ he would not 
tarnish Libyan territory by 
making it the site of a decision 
to lift the oil embargo against 
the United States ”

Long, involved litigation 
about responsibility for Mill 
Valley’s famous Miller Avenue 
slide has ended with all parties 
withdrawing their suits against 
each other. 


Judge E. Warren McGuire of 
Marin Superior Court today re­ 
ported this was the result of a 
hearing in his chambers on 
Tuesday. 


The litigation started as an 
attempt by the City of Mill 
Valley to place responsibility on 
property owners on the hillside 
above Miller Avenue for a slide 
that closed half of the street in 
1969 The city filed suit against 
Alan Toole, Henry Gunderson, 
and Malinda Rowe-Beddoe. 


owners of the property in­ 
volved. 
Toole, Gunderson and Mrs 
Rowe-Beddoe countersued, 
claiming responsibility lay with 
the city and .Mission Quarry Co. 
of San Rafael because the com­ 
pany, under contract with the 
city, removed 25,000 cubic 
yards of earth from the hillside 
in 1957, rendering it unstable. 
The case had been through 
numerous pretrial arguments, 
depositions and conferences be­ 
fore two judges — McGuire and 
Henry J Broderick 
The end result was to leave 
the city with responsibility for 
correcting the slide damage 
and cancel all damages the 
various litigants had claimed

The only new filing was by 
Rufus Blanchard Alwin of La­ 
gunitas for the water district’s 
Division I seat. Alwin, 25, one 
of five candidates for the seat, 
is a recycling systems engr 
neer 
The new filings were in addi­ 
tion to the 93 submitted by 
Friday’s deadline for congres­ 
sional, legislative, state, county 
and other district offices. They 
were detailed in Saturday’s In­ 
dependent-Journal. 
The five-day extension to yes­ 
terday to file for the remaining 
races was made under a new 
state law applying to seats for 
which the incumbents do not 
seek reelection 
Of the contests held over 
through yesterday, only the Al­ 
monte Sanitary District failed 
to produce a race Incumbent 
Joseph J. Brezina filed for re­ 
election, and Richard D. Ha- 
matin, a high school teacher, 
filed for the seat vacated by 
Herbert E Davis

BISHOP <UPI» - A chartered 
airliner carrying a film crew 
from the ABC TV series “ Pri­ 
mal Man” crashed into a moun­ 
tain ridge in a remote area of a 
national forest last night and 
exploded in a ball of fire, killing 
all 36 aboard 


The U.S. Forest Service said 
a helicopter that landed at the 
site minutes after the crash 
reported no survivors 


The National Transport Safe­ 
ty Board in Washington, D.C., 
said a seven-man investigating 
team headed by board member 
William R 
Healey was dis­ 
patched to Bishop Because of 
the difficulty of arranging con­ 
nections, its arrival time was 
unknown 


The twin engine Convair, 
chartered from Sierra Pacific 
Airlines, slammed into the 
snow-spotted Poleta Ridge of 
the White Mountains in Inyo 
National Forest not more than 
five minutes after taking off 
from Bishop, the Forest Service 
said 


The crash occured at about 
the 7JU foot level in a roadless 
region of sagebrush-covered 
ridges and deep valleys, said 
Forest Service spokesman Ed

BUENOS AIRES (UPI) - The 
Esso Oil Co., of Argentina said 
today a Marxist guerrilla group 
still had not freed its kidnaped 
executive Victor E Samuelson 
despite payment of a record 
$14.2 million ransom fee The 
Argentina Navy said a retired 
Navy noncomissioned officer 
kidnaped by the same group 
was found shot to death today 
Navy officers said the mur 
der kidnap victim, Mane Pe­ 
ri ucto, was found at 3 a m in 
Zarate. 35 miles north of Bue­ 
nos Aires 
The People’s Revolutionary 
Army (ERP*, a Marxist guerril­ 
la group that received the $14 2 
million from Esso abducted Re­ 
duce Feb 23. and accused him 
of heading a “ para police" 
group that tortured suspected 
leftist activists. 
Samuelson was to be released 
soon after all Buenos Aires 
newspapers published a paid 
advertisement from Esso say­ 
ing tho ransom demand had 
been met. Two of the city s 
seven Spanish language dailies 
printed the advertisement this 
morning Two afternoon papers 
quoted its text m news columns 
Wednesday 
One daily newspaper told 
Esso, a subsidiary of the Exxon 
Corp., that it would publish the 
advertisement today, but at the 
last minute decided not to fear­ 
ing a possible violation of laws 
prohibiting the publication of 
guerrilla communiques 
The money was brought to 
Argentina in wooden boxes 
weighing close to 300 pounds 
and stuffed into the trunk of a 
car, the sources said The driv­ 
er followed complicated guerril­ 
la instructions, from point to 
point, to make the payment, 
they said

“ Vesco told Sears that they

to set him up and he was not 
going to tolerate it, that they 
undoubtedldy were going to go 
into the contribution 
He said 
Get ahold of 
Mitchell and those guys and tell 
em to get it quashed or I ’ll 
blow the lid off the whole 
thing.’ 
He was extremely agitated. 
I ve never seen him so mad. 
Sears said he would see what 
he could do and walked out He 
also was extremely angry ’’ 
Richardson said Vesco even­ 
tually had to testify before a 
Securities and Exchange Com 
mission hearing and took the 
Fifth Amendment. Richardson 
said he and three other Vesco 
employes also took the Fifth in 
a later hearing

American star who rose from 
vaudeville to win an Academy 
Award in 1942 for his performance 
as George M. Cohan in “Yankee 
Doodle Dandy.” 
Cagney was honored by Charleton 
Heston, chairman of the AFL Frank Sinatra, who 
was master of ceremonies, imitated Cagney and 
sang a parody. 
Others paying homage to the star who sang, 
danced and acted in more than 60 pictures were 
John Wayne, Bob Hope, Doris Day, Jack Lem­ 
mon, Shirley MacLaine, and Gov. Ronald Rea­ 
gan.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Pen­ 
tagon sources today said a 
mine sweeper has been ordered 
to sail to the Mediterranean in 
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expectation that the Navy will 
be called on to help clear mines 
from the Suez Canal so Egypt 
can begin to reopen the water­ 
way.

1973, Hanoi announced 
it had the bodies of 23 U.S. 


servicemen, which have been 
returned. The Viet Cong said it 
had the bodies of 32 servicemen 
and these have not been re­ 
turned.

PHNOM 
PENH (UPI) - 
Cambodian government troops 
launched three operations on 
the southern front of Phnom 
Penh today in an effort to 
expand the defense perimeter 
around the capital. 


The troops, supported by war­ 
planes and artillery, encoun­ 
tered little resistance from in­ 
surgents, field reports said. 
Nine government soldiers were 
wounded in the initial skirmish­ 
es.

BELFAST (UPI) - A bomb 
blew up a car and seriously 
injured a high-ranking member 
of the Protestant paramilitary 
Ulster Defense Association in 
Portadown today, police said. 
The blast hurled James Red­ 
mond, a 42-year-old member of 
the Armagh governing council, 
out of his automobile as he left 
home to go to work, police said 
The explosion shattered the 
windows of nearby houses in 
Portadown. 25 miles southwest 
of Belfast.

Maryland Bar 
In Response To 
Agnew's Case 


ANNAPOLIS, Md 
(UPI) - 
The Maryland Bar Association 
says Spiro T. Agnew adopted a 
“ grossly insensitive code of 
p ro fe ssio n a l c o n d u c t" and 
should be disbarred for his plea 
of no contest to federal income 
tax evasion charges Oct. IO, the 
day he resigned as vice presi­ 
dent. 


The bar’s argument was in 
response to a brief filed this 
week for Agnew saying he 
should not be made a special 
example because of his former 
high office The bar said 


"A lawyer who holds a posi­ 
tion of public trust, if anything, 
has a higher duty than the 
private practitioner not to de­ 
part from the high standards of 
professional conduct to which 
lawyers have been held " 


Victory For 
Death Plan 
In Senate 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - In 
response to a Supreme Court 
ruling, the Senate has voted to 
restore the death penalty for 
treason, espionage, and certain 
crimes involving killing. 


Passage of the legislation, 
which was sent to the House for 
action, could lead to the first 
executions in the United States 
since 1967. 


In 1972, the Supreme Court 
ruled that capital punishment 
was unconstitutional because of 
the uneven way it was imposed 
and invited Congress to estab­ 
lish standards. 


.After two days of debate, the 
Senate yesterday passed the 
bill 54-33. 


Both Democratic California 
senators, Alan Cranston and 
John V. Tunney, voted against 
the measure. 


The bill provides the death 
penalty for treason, espionage 
and a set of specific crimes— 
where death occurs—such as 
murder, hijacking, and kidnap­ 
ping. 


The death sentence could not 
be imposed if "m itigating” fac­ 
tors exist—such as the accused 
being under 18, or a person 
taking a minor part in a crime, 
acting under extreme duress, 
or not being able to foresee that 
death could result. 
If the "m itigating’’ circum­ 
stances are absent, the death 
penalty is mandatory if specific 
"aggravating” 
circumstances 
exist. These include previous 
convictions, murdering a po­ 
liceman or a prison guard, fall­ 
ing for hire, or assassinating 
American or foreign political 
leaders. 
An amendment was added, 
49-43, providing that the "m iti­ 
gating” factors should be liber­ 
ally interpreted and the "ag­ 
g r a v a tin g '’ c irc u m sta n c e s 
proved beyond a reasonable 
doubt. 
At the same time, the House 
approved a bill providing the 
death penalty for hijackers with 
the same safeguards that are 
included in the Senate bill. 
The Senate bill would apply 
only to crimes committed in 
Federal jurisdiction, but its 
sponsors hope it will serve as a 
model for the states.

Automakers Continue To Feel 
Decline In Sale Of New Cars 


DETROIT (UPI) - U.S. auto­ 
m akers, aw aiting what they 
hoped would be a spring upturn 
in new car sales, instead re­ 
ported another sharp decline in 
the first IO days of March: a 
drop of 32.3 per cent from a 
year ago. 


Sales figures released by the 
"Big Four” yesterday showed 
General Motors Corp. down a 
whopping 47 per cent from a 
year ago in the latest KLday 
period, the ninth in a row in 


which sales were down from 
comparable periods a year go. 


Since the 1974 models were 
introduced in mid-September, 
automakers have been able to 
top year-ago figures in just one 
10-day sales period, a modest I 
per cent gain in the Dec. 1-10 
period. 
Dealers 
report in­ 
creased interest in new cars, 
but uncertainty over the availa­ 
bility of gasoline for the spring 
and summer is still delaying 
final decisions to buy. 


The four autom akers sold 
144,473 cars in the March l-io 
period, compared with 240,355 
in the year-ago period. They 
sold 18,059 cars in each of the 
eight sales days this year, a 
drop of 32.3 per cent from the 
26,706 cars sold in each of nine 
selling days in 1973. 


The 
March 1-10 total was 
about 1,000 cars below the Feb 
MO period this year, indicating 
the expected spring sales in 
crease hasn’t begun. 


GOV. GEORGE WALLACE 
Taken into court 


Governor's 
Appointment 
Policy Hit 


MONTGOMRY, Ala. (UPI) - 
Gov. George C. Wallace was 
charged in a federal court suit 
yesterday with “ purposefully 
and w illfully” discrim inating 
against blacks in appointments 
to state boards and commis­ 
sions. 
The suit, filed by the South­ 
ern Poverty Law Center, said 
only three of Wallace's 768 ap­ 
pointees have been black. 


The suit asks a district court 
to order Wallace “ cease and 
d e sist from di s c r i mi n a t i n g 
against blacks.” 


The class action also seeks to 
force the governor to file a plan 
for the co u rt’s review that 
would remedy past discrimina­ 
tion and assure future appoint­ 
ments will not be made on a 
discriminatory basis. 


The center alleged Wallace 
has engaged in a pattern of 
excluding blacks from service 
on state boards and commis­ 
sions "because of their race.” 


Wallace's “discriminatory ac- I 
tions," the suit said, are part of 
his general program to deny 
negroes as a class participation 
in the mainstream of American 
life. 
Wallace, in a UPI interview 
last week, said he had never 
been against black people and 
that his stand on race had been 
misunderstood.

Developer Wants Limitations Eased

The developer of the Madera 
del Presidio housing project 
last night told Corte Madera 
residents that allowing only sin­ 
gle-family homes at the site 
would eliminate the possibility 
of moderate income housing 
and would accomplish few of 
the social goals sought by the 
town. 
W. Alan Wamick Jr., presi­ 
dent of Cal-West Communities, 
said such a limitation would 
mean the homes would range 
from $60,000 to $80,000. He said 
it would eat up open space. 


compound traffic problems and 
place extra burdens on existing 
school systems. 
He offered those conclusions 
as Cal-West officials, town 
councilmen and about two doz­ 
en persons met at town hall for 
two and a half hours for an 
informal “ study session.” 
Although the meeting was to 
be a give-and-take session for 
both the developer and Corte 
Maderans, Wamick was on his 
feet throughout the session an­ 
swering questions. 
He said original requests 
from town council were for 


moderate income housing and 
that was why heavy density 
townhouses were first proposed. 
Since that time, all applica­ 
tions before the town have been 
rejected or withdrawn. Cal- 
West still has one appeal pend­ 
ing in state courts to get the 
project approved. 
But Wamick last night said 
Cal-West wishes to get out of 
the courts and return to discus­ 
sion with town officials. He said 
his company has no develop­ 
ment proposal in mind at this 
time and he is willing to take 
into account citizen wishes to 


shape a project the town can 
accept. 
Wamick said he supports the 
concept of the Ring Mountain 
study which proposes to limit 
development at the site. 
But he asked that the devel­ 
oper not be “ locked in” to a 
unit figure such as the 197 units 
proposed in the Ring Mountain 
plan. He said the Ring Moun­ 
tain plan would allow about 860 
new residents at the site and he 
proposed that development be 
limited to a like population 
growth without limiting the 
number of units. 


“ I didn’t hear a strong nega­ 
tive to looking at other uses,” 
he said as the meeting neared 
its conclusion. “ That’s all I 
could really hope for at this 
meeting, I hope we’ve estab­ 
lished tonight that there is 
.some reasonableness about de­ 
velopers.” 


He said the next logical step 
would be for Cal-West to 
pre.sent three or four studies of 
alternative use of the site. 


Wamick said he would have 
such information within a 
month and the council coulr 


then schedule the second ses­ 
sion. 


“This meeting did do what we 
hoped it would do,” he conclud­ 
ed 
“ And that’s opening the 
lines of communications.”

Some Hope In Rare Eye Disease 
:i£& 
By MARY LEYDECKER 
Two men from Baltimore 
came to Marin yesterday to 
discuss a very sad subject — 
retinitis pigmentosa. 
But for the first time in the 
known history of the dread eye 
disease, there is a faint glim­ 
mer of light at the end of a 
black tunnel, they said. 
The two were Dennis Harten- 
stine, executive director of the 
Retinitis Pigmentosa Founda­ 
tion, and Dan Freedman, a real 
estate broker who is going blind 
from retinitis pigmentosa and 
is vice president of the national 
foundation. 
Their visit to Marin (as well 
as other California cities) had a 
threefold purpose — first to 
encourage the 20-some Marin 
residents who have formed a 
branch of the foundation, sec­ 
ond, to meet with professionals 
and finally, to talk about the 
disease to the San Rafael Lions 
Club-. <The Lions have long 
made working with the blind 
their special charity.) 
In an interview, they first 
described RP, as they call it 
It is a highly hereditary dis­ 
ease, they said, in which the 
retina of the eye degenerates, 
first causing vision problems 
and finally blindness. There is 
no known cure, nor is the cause 
understood 
The only fact known for sure 
now. according to Hartenstine, 
is that, similarly to hemophilia, 
RP is much more prevalent in 
"areas where there has been a 
great deal of inbreeding," 
He cited Tennessee in this 
country and Scandinavia as ex­ 
amples. 
Although the disease was 
identified about 150 years ago, 
there has been only scattered 
research, he said. because it 
was considered very rare. Now, 
Hartenstine said, doctors esti­ 
mate that there are at least 
100,000 victims in the United 
States. 
Freedman, whose eyes are 
already very weak from RP, 
brought a more personal view 
to the* subject. 
He said that every victim of 
the disease he has met in his 
travels around the country "has 


told me, that, if he had had a 
choice, he would have rather 
been blind since birth,” rather 
than know the "slow agony of 
losing a sense.” 
Freedman said it is unknown 
how many Marin residents, or 
how many persons anywhere 
else in the country suffer from 
RP, because many are "hiding 
the disease.” He explained 
many victims, who are often 
young adults, are trying to keep 
their jobs as long as possible 
before they go totally blind. 
There are two especially sad 
attributes to RP, in addition to 
the presently inevitable blind­ 
ness. First, is that deafness is 
also associated in many victims 
with the disease, and some­ 
times, even mental retardation. 
Then, too, RP is so heredi-

tary, Freedman said, that, for 
example, a young Marin wom­ 
an who had two children before 
she found out she had the dis­ 
ease, now has to live with the 
knowledge that the youngsters 
are also victims. 


“ Based on your population,” 
Hartenstine said, "Marin may 
have as many RP victims as 
1,000.” 


Since the national foundation 
was formed more than two 
years ago, the victims "have 
come out of the woods” all over 
the 
country, 
according to 
Freedman. 
To many sufferers, the orga­ 
nization offered their first 
chance to "talk to others about 
the disease and even to laugh 
about it,” he added. 
For RP sufferers, unlike vic­ 
tims of some other diseases, 
early diagnosis has little mean­ 


ing, except to stop them from 
having children who might also 
be affected. 


But money-raising efforts of 
the new foundation have been 
good, Hartenstine said, and 
enough money has been raised 
to launch a major research 
project on RP at the Massachu­ 
setts Eye and Ear Infirmary. 


There, scientists will test var­ 
ious theories about what causes 
RP — such as an inherited 
inability to assimilate Vitamin 
A or other substances. 
Now-, Hartenstine said, the 
foundation must raise the mon­ 
ey to provide grants for the 
research project for the next 
five years and also to finance 
nther research. 
But the research offers "the 
first bit of hope" in the words 
of Freedman for Marin and 
other victims of RP

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon in 1971 commuted 
the 13-year sentence of labor 
leader James R. Hoffa who was 
convicted of jury tampering 
and mail fraud and served al­ 
most five years in jail. 
The commutation order had a 
proviso that Hoffa, former 
Teamsters Union president, 
never seek union office again. 
Hoffa yesterday sued Nixon 
in U.S. District Court to fight 
the ban as “ a selective discrim­ 
inatory and unprecedented act 
of the executive, done for im­ 
permissible and illegal purpos­ 
es.” 
Hoffa’s suit names Atty. Gen. 
William B. Saxbe as co-defend­ 
ant. 
When Hoffa walked out of the 
federal penitentiary at Lewis­ 
burg, Pa., Dec. 23, 1971, he told 


reporters: "I have no intention 
of returning to the Teamsters.” 
Six months before, from his 
prison cell, Hoffa resigned his 
union's presidency. The Teams­ 
ters elected Frank Fitzsimmons 
to succeed him and named Hof­ 
fa president emeritus for life. 


Hoffa now says that Nixon's 
counsel, Charles Colson, per­ 
suaded the President to make 
the union ban part of the bar­ 
gain when he commuted his 
sentence. 
Colson left the White House in 
January 1973, to become the 
Teamsters chief lawyer. He is 
under indictment in the Water­ 
gate case. 
In his suit, Hoffa said that 
Colson conspired with Fitzsim­ 
mons to stop any challenge to 
the union’s presidency from 
Hoffa 


The suit charges that the ban 
on running for union office 
"originated and derived from 
no regular clemency procedure 
but was caused to be added ... 
by Charles Colson" and that 
Hoffa was not advised of this 
until January, 1972, by then 
attorney 
General 
John N. 
Mitchell—also now on trial for 
Watergate related charges.

('an life after 65 be healthy 
and happy? It can, if you plan 
your health today with as much 
tare and concern as you plan 
your financial security. Plan­ 
ning and maintaining your 
health is largely a matter of 
good common sense. 
Mental alertness, a good 
memory, maintaining a lively 
interest in the world around 
you, enjoyment of sex, these 
are all 
symptomatic, good 
yardsticks by which to measure 
good health And good health is 
the dividend you earn as a 
result of good nutrition and 
good living from the cradle 
onward 
Dr Pearl Swanson, of Iowa 
State University, expressed it 
well when she wrote: ‘’Prepa­ 
ration for a healthy old age 
should begin in the office of the 
pediatrician." 
Dr Swanson, among others, 
maintains that what you will be 
in 20, 30. or 50 years depends in 
large measure on the food 
choices you make now. She 
say> the characteristics of sen­ 
ate may not be the mark of old 
age. but rather, of nutritive 
failure. 
Clinical studies indicate that 
improvement of diets has re­ 
sulted in the return of more 
\outhful 
attributes in people 
who were old in appearance 
and relatively young in years. 
Poor health, lack of ngor, 
gray hair, skin conditions, 
sense of fatigue and loss of 
interest in life may represent 
\e«rs of poor dietary choices. 
Many believe aging is closely 
related to nutrition 
Malnour- 
^hed or starved persons may 
rapidly assume the appearance 
of advanced years; the hair 
may lose color and become 
thin. the skin wrinkled and ine­ 
lastic Sexual functions wane, 
and bone, 
muscle and vital 
glands and organs may develop 
chemical changes typical of so­ 
called senile degeneration 
There is little question that 
the food we eat affects our 
L* neral health The right food 
keeps the body at peak efficien­ 
cy In the event of illness, the 
properly-nounshed person will 
respond quickly to treatment 
The body that is under-nour­ 
ished is more susceptible to 
disease

are overweight 
Excessive 
weight contributes to fatigue 
and puts extra strain on the 
heart, the arteries, the elimina 
tion system and other vital 
organs. The degenerative dis 
eases most often attack the 
overweight person, and the 
greater the excess weight the 
greater the chances of illness 
and accident 
The problem is caloric intake. 
A caloric is a unit of heat, 
applied to measure the energy 
produced by various foods.

Naturally, 
your body uses fewer calories 
today than it needed yesterday 
to burn as energy Therefore, it 
stores the calories as fat to be 
burned off some other time But 
that time never comes, and the 
fat accumulates.

Unfortunately, too mans of us 
arc intrigued and taken in by 
the dieting fads, which ‘‘guar­ 
antee" to take the weight off 
We are not saying all these fad 
diets are wrong, hut we caution 
you to know what you are 
doing 
Many proponents of such 
diets advocate cutting down on 
proteins, since you are no long­ 
er actively engaged in a job 
requiring much physical exer­ 
tion 
For the most part, that 
advice is pure hunk1 One result 
of following these tidbits of 
• wisdom" is that half the trou­ 
bles of older people may well 
tx* due to malnutrition, or star­ 
vation Many ov erweight people 
are fat because they eat too 
much of the wrong thing They 
consume too much high-caloric* 
food: starches and sweets, but­ 
ter, margarine, oils, etc., and 
are, literally, .starving, not 
from a lack of food, but from 
not eating a balanced diet, sup­ 
plemented if necessary, by vi­ 
tamins You do need fewer cal­ 
ories, as you grow older, but 
your protein, vitamin, and min 
oral needs remain the same 
The best thing you can do is 
to get on the scales and have a 
talk with your doctor. He will 
have a pretty good idea as to 
what is right for you Find out 
what vou should weigh and then 
make it a priority to reach that 
weight and keep it there

G Gordon Liddy, 43, Pough­

Watergate break-in, was among 
the three who pleaded innocent 
to the burglary of the office of 
Dr Lewis Fielding, psychiatrist 
for the Pentagon Papers figure 


Also pleading innocent were 
two of the five men who were 
arrested inside the Democratic 
national headquarters offices 
on the morning of June 17. 
1972— Bernard L. Barker, 56, 
and Eugenio Martinez. 56, both 
of Miami 
Liddy was convicted early 
last year after the original Wat­ 
ergate seven trials.

He also said her lawyer, 
Charles S Rhyne, has refused

But Rhyne denied any 
knowledge of the subpoena He 
told UPI yesterday, "I don t 
know anything about it at all ...

I-J Special Report 
SACRAMENTO - A special 
election in the Sixth Congres­ 
sional District was set yester­ 
day by the governor to coincide 
with the June 4 primary.

Van Owners Win Victory In Bolinas 


A short-lived resolution pro­ 
hibiting an increase in the num­ 
ber of campers or vans parked 
perm anently in Bolinas was 
rescinded last night by direc­ 
tors of the Bolinas Community 
Public Utility District during a 
meeting punctuated by shouting 
arguments and a fist fight. 


Approved unanimously by the 
full board last week, the resolu­ 
tion went down on 3-to-0 vote by 
directors Paul D. Kayfetz, Wil­ 
liam E. Niman and Judith Wes­ 
ton. 


Director Lewis P. MacAdams 
Jr. arrived at 9:25 p.m. after 
the vote was taken, and board 
member J 
Michael Groshong 
was absent. 


“ You’re telling a dude he 
can't come here and groove in 
the surroundings,'’ declared an 
irate van owner during more 
than an hour of chaotic discus­ 
sion. 
Others charged the board was 
discriminating against the poor 
and was "becoming paranoid” 
in fear of campers covering the 
town 
Robert W. Scott, one of the 
few defenders of the regulation, 
said it was needed because 
“you’re going to have a lot of 
people in vans moving here out 
of I he city." He got no chance 
to say more because he was cut 
off by Randy Fontan in a 
lengthy harangue 
Niman and ftayfetz at first 


attempted to defend the resolu­ 
tion. 
“ W e ’re d i s c r i m i n a t i n g 
against the rich, too,” said Ni­ 
man. He pointed out that prop­ 
erty owners are prevented from 
building under term s of the 
moratorium on new water hook­ 
ups, while an estim ated 25 
campers are putting additional 
strain on the community’s wa­ 
ter supply. 
Kayietz, recalling last year’s 
crackdown by Marin County 
authorities on van and teepee 
dwellers, said he preferred lo­ 
cal control “ in a reasonable 


and humane m anner.” 
As Niman attempted to chair 
a meeting in which three speak­ 
ers at once were often going 
full tilt, Kayfetz brought m at­ 
ters to a close by moving to 
rescind the resolution. 
Following the vote, sounds of 
a battle in the next room 
brought half the audience out to 
separate Fontan and Scott. Af­ 
ter some angry words between 
the two, Scott left the building. 
Fontan returned later, wiping 
a bloody nose, and announced 
that he did not know why Scott 
had lilt him. 


“ You called him a xxxiocxx 
pig. and I think that;s why be 
hit you," said one observer. 
The Bolinas Community Pub­ 
lic District board also:

Ecology To Be 
Main Theme Of

Soviet Pavilion on a Spokane 
Peninsula would also show how 
Soviet scientists were trying to 
j protect the country's natural 
I resources 
Subsections of the exhibit 
I would cover such subjects as 
man and his environment, Sovi­ 
et methods of solving pollution 
problems, preservation of for­ 
ests. underwater oil prospect­ 
ing, new city construction and 
the problems of international 
cooperation on ecology 


by the county planning depart­

In addition, the policy state­ 
ment suggests that any review 
or approval of an individual 
development should be consid­ 
ered in light of the accumula­ 
tive effect of all additional fu­ 
ture developments, which may 
have similar or related impacts 
on water quality, water supply 
or sedimentation. 
"Because of the precedent set 
by the approval of one project, 
the impacts of that project can­ 
not be considered alone,” ac­ 
cording to the water district 
position.

That amounts to a 10-foot band 
of shoreline above the high 
water line

The 72-page volume, ordered 
in June 1972, describes the envi­ 
ronment of the watershed and 
will be used to plan recreation­ 
al uses for the land. 
It was prepared by Thomas

ley. 
Illustrated by aerial photo­ 
graphs. topographic maps and 
other visual aids, the report 
discusses planning and man­ 
agement. facilities develop­ 
ment, public education and rec- 
r c a t i o n , v e g e t a t i o n 
management and fire control 
and wildlife and fisheries man­ 
agement. 
Clerin W. Zumwalt, district 
manager of Land Management, 
said staff recommendations for 
the watershed will be ready in 
two months, after the weighty 
volume is reviewed and stu­ 
died.

The controversial North Ma­ 
rin 
intertie 
water 
supply 
project, in limbo for almost a 
year, came up from the draw­ 
ing board yesterday as Marin 
Municipal Water District direc­ 
tors accepted an engineering 
report on the project. 
Directors also told district 
staff to proceed with legal and 
economic agreements needed 
for the intertie even though no 
decision on whether it should be 
constructed has been made. 
The engineering report says 
that between 3,300 and 4,300 
acre feet of water per year will 
be available to Marin Municipal 
through the pipeline from 1974 
to 1980 The water will come 
from the North Marin County 
Water District. The engineering 
study also recommends a 28- 


mch pipeline between the dis­ 
tricts as the smallest size capa 
blo of carrying that much wa­ 
ter 
It was produced by James D. 
Fritz, chief engineer for the 
North Marin County Water Dis­ 
trict, with assistance from Ma­ 
rin Municipal staff 
"I have high confidence in 
the figures,” John Nelson, 
North Marin district general 
manager, told directors. 
The intertie, approved by vot­ 
ers in a 1970 bond election but 
never built, is intended to meet 
summer conditions of high wa­ 
ter use and low supply. 
It also would make a dent in 
the district’s current 6,500 acre 
feet per year deficit, (a 25 per 
vent overcommitment of sup­ 
ply). 


In unanimously approving the 
study, directors told district 
staff to work for legal and 
economic agreements with the 
North Marin district. 
Joan Seminario said the com­ 
mittee that opposed Proposition 
E, the unsuccessful November 
bond issue to finance part of a 
Russian River Supply project, 
is against the intertie and be­ 
lieves it should again be put 
before voters before being built 
Alex MacMillan of the Marin 
Conservation League, which 
also opposed Measure £, said 
his group has taken no position 
on the pipeline project. 
Directors said the intertie in 
no way paves the way for a 
future district board to initiate 
a Russian River supply pro­ 
gram without voter approval 


Since 1970, two measures, E 
and Measure B in 1971, a pro­ 
posal to import 44,000 acre feet 
of water per year to Marin, 
have been trounced at the polls. 
Reducing the size (rf the pipe­ 
line from 33 inches (as recom­ 
mended in a previous study) to 
28 inches will mean a reduction 
in cost of about $10 per foot, or 
$113,000, according to the new 
report.

Joseph Remiro, 27, and Rus­ 
sell Little, 26, were accused of 
assault charges as a result of a 
January- shoot-out with Concord 
policemen who had stopped 
their van. In Oakland, the pair 
were charged with the Nov. 6 
slaying of Oakland School Su­ 
perintendent Marcus A. Foster. 
John Bain, attorney for Little, 
said the appearance would con­ 
sist of a statement five to IO 
minutes in length about the 
conditions of their confinement 
and ‘suggestions about the pos­ 
sible release of Miss Hearst.” 
William Gagen, Remiro’s 


lawyer, said of the release pro­ 
posal: “ It is not a plan for 
place, time and date (for Miss 
Hearst’s freedom).” And, he 
added, those who expect it to be 
“ will be very disappointed “ 


Miss Hearst, 20, daughter of 
San Francisco Examiner editor 
and president Randolph A. 
Hearst, was kidnaped by the 
SLA from her apartment near 
the Berkeley campus of the 


University of California on 
Feb.4. 
If Hall approves the TV ap­ 
pearance, the defense lawyers 


will then have to appear in 
Alameda County Superior Court 
in Oakland to get permission 
there. 


Mrs. Hearst Reappointed 
To U.C. Board Of Regents 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
Catherine Hearst, wife of news­ 
paper publisher Randotph 
Hearst, was reappointed to the 
University of California Board 
of Regents yesterday by Gov. 
Ronald Reagan. 
The governor also appointed 
Joseph A. Moore Jr., a San 
Francisco businessman, to the 
board. Moore, an ex-officio 
member of the board since 1969 
as President of the Mechanics 
Institute, replaces John Cana- 
day of Los Angeles, whose term 
expired. 
Both Mrs Hearst, first ap­ 
pointed to the board in 1956 by 
Gov. Goodwin Knight, and 


Moore received 16-year terms. 
Mrs. Hearst’s daughter, Pa­ 
tricia, was kidnaped early last 
month by the Symbionese Lib­ 
eration Army. 
In her latest taped communi­ 
cation with her parents last 
weekend, Patricia told them, “ I 
guess that you understand that 
it is not just the crimes of you 
and mom personally that I am 
being held for, but the crimes 
of the University of California 
Board of Regents and your 
voting record, mom, when you 
were on that board ” 
When told of her reappoint­ 
ment. Mrs. Hearst yesterday 
said. “ I ’ll be happy to serve."

Lawr­ 
ence Ba bow, president of the 
Mary E. Silveira Home and 
School Club, said that a poll of 
the community backed Thoma­ 
son. Campbell reported. 
Trustees went into an hour- 
long closed session shortly after 
midnight, following the lengthy 


public debate and emerged to 
set the closed session April I. 
Campbell said 
Under state law, a teacher 
who is being only demoted, not 
fired, ‘‘has no right to any 
hearing,” Campbell said “ The 
board has total power to assign, 
promote or demote principals 
without hearing or reasons,” he 
added 
Thomason has never been a 
classroom teacher in the Dixie 
district — he has been principal 
at three different schools dur­ 
ing his ll years with the dis­ 
trict.

The odds currently favor a 
moderate decline in output 
rather than a severe drop. 
Activity has tumbled in the 
two areas where extreme weak­ 
ness was expected — autos and 
housing — and there are signs 
of hesitation in consumer 
spending for some other prod­ 
ucts. But the outlook for capital 
spending is still good. Invento­ 
ries are not yet out of hand, and 
monetary and fiscal policy are 
geared toward promoting ex­ 
pansion. 
The slide should be limited. 
Expansionary public policies 
and strong capital spending by 
private business should limit 
the current slide to I per cent 
or 2 per cent, in real terms, 
from the late-1973 peak. 
That decline likely will be 
spread over a period of two or 
three quarters of the year. By 
lull, business should begin to 
recover — slowly at first, but 
more rapidly by the second 
quarter of 1975. 
The economy is vulnerable. 
Unquestionably, the economy 
is in a highly vulnerable condi­ 
tion. In addition to energy prob­ 
lems and associated uncertain­ 
ties about foreign trade, certain 
setbacks could develop.”

Policy mistakes in Washing­ 
ton. If the federal Reserve’s 
monetary policy became ‘‘dan­ 
gerously restrictive,” the re­ 
covery would be delayed.

In summary, "Even if these 
pitfalls are avoided, there is 
likely to be little or no real 
growth in 1974, whether mea­ 
sured by the average for the 
year or from fourth quarter to 
fourth quarter."

Six years ago they founded 
i the Children’s Brain Diseases 
Foundation, which supports re­ 
search in medical centers in 
this country and in Europe. 
Their project has for six years 
beedi a personal one and, with 
help from their friends, they 
have managed to raise $10,000 a 
year for the foundation. 
Now, on the brink of an im­ 
portant medical breakthrough 
which may have application not 
only for children, but the elder­ 
ly as well, they are seeking 
public support 


The Riders have scheduled a 
public bay cruise and buffet 
supper aboard the Harbor Em­ 
press, leaving the Tiburon dock 
at 4:30 p.m. March 24 to raise 
research funds. 
Their son, Charles, 26, has 
lived longer than any other 
patient with Batten’s disease, 
his fathersaid. The usual life 
expectancy is 15 to 16 years. 
Dr. Rider is a specialist in 
internal medicine, and also has 
a Ph.D. degree in pharmacolo­ 
gy. He is the director of the 
gastro intestinal department at 
Franklin Hospital in San Fran­ 
cisco, and a former professor at 
the University of Chicago 
School of Medicine and at the 
University of California School 
of Medicine in San Francisco.

said of their son. “ He was a 
good student, and an active, 
normal youngster. Then he be­ 
gan to stutter, he often fell 
down, and his condition went 
downhill rapidly.

My hus­ 
band wrote to research centers 
in Europe. We followed every 
possible lead,” his mother re­ 
lated at the Riders’ home 
where Charles also lives. 
Charles requires constant 
nursing care. At this stage of 
Batten’s disease, he cannot see, 
talk or walk He makes little 
sounds, and his constant invol­ 
untary movements take so 
much energy, he requires a 
rich dic*t of 6,000 calorics a day. 
A carefully controlled nourish­ 
ing mixture is prepared in a 
blender and he is fed by syr­ 
inge. He can stand for as long 
as 20 minutes at a time with 
special shoes that brace his 
ankles, and support from his 
parents and nurses. 
“ He is six foot three inches 
tall.’ 
Mrs. Rider said, “ and 
weighs 173 lbs Because he uses 
so much energy, we must be 
careful that he does not lose 
weight too rapidly.” 
The cause of Batten’s disease 
was not known six years ago 
when tho Riders started their 


foundation. The disease was 
also extremely difficult to diag­ 
nose. said Dr. Rider. 
“ Now we know that if parents 
each have the recessive gene 
from Batten’s disease, there is 
a chance that one out of four of 
their children may have the 
disease,” he explained. 
“ We have a simple blood test 
which discloses the abnormal 
white blood cells in Batten’s 
disease patients and is an inval­ 
uable disgnostic tool. 


• THE DISCOVERY of a defi­ 
ciency of the enzyme peroxi­ 
dase in persons having Batten’s 
Disease is a miraculous break­ 
through, equivalent to the dis­ 
covery of a deficiency of insulin 
in diabetes. 
"The search for sources of 
the enzyme peroxidase have 
revealed that raw horseradish 
is the greatest source, with 
other raw vegetables — green 
peas, green beans and aspara- 
gas — also containing apprecia­ 
ble amounts. They now have 
horseradish in crystalline 
form.” Dr Rider explained. 
“ The remaining questions are 
how to get the enzyme into the 
brain and what the dosage 
should be. New horizons are 
opening.” he said hopefully. 
Another characteristic of Bat­ 
ten’s disease is that a brownish 
yellow pigment is found on the 
brain tissue which is similar to 
the pigment found in the nor­ 
mal aging process. Dr. Rider 
theorized that those with Bat­ 
ten’s disease undergo a rapid 
aging process. They are born 


with only enough of the protec­ 
tive enzyme to last a few years. 
He looks for additional research 
with the enzyme peroxidase to 
explore its possible effective­ 
ness in ameliorating the brain 
damage of senility. 


BOTH 
GRACLYNN 
and 
Alfred Rider take pride in the 
fact that all of their nonprofit 
foundation’s funds go to re­ 
search. and they believe that is 
the reason such a small endow­ 
ment has been so productive. 
The research projects they 
have sponsored include the 
study of brain tissue cultures in 
connection with Batten’s dis­ 
ease by Dr. Wofgang Zeman, 
professor and chairman of the 
department of pathology and 
neuropathology, Indiana Uni­ 
versity Medical Center in Indi­ 
anapolis; 
Dr. A. L. Tappel. 
professor of biochemistry, de­ 
partment of food sciences and 
technology. University of Cali­

Need Cited 
For Milk 


Price Boost 


Mann dairymen, pleading for 
“consumer understanding" of 
their latest request for milk 
price increases, yesterday de­ 
clared inflated feed prices and 
other costs will push them into 
the red unless relief is forth­ 
coming. 
“The cost of feed has gone up 
80 to IOO per cent in the last two 
years," Alfred L. Poncia said 
at a meeting of Marin Farm 
Bureau directors. He said alfal­ 
fa and grain supplies account 
for nearly 70 per cent of the 
dairyman's expenses. 
The California Milk Stabiliza­ 
tion Board is expected to rule in 
about IO days on proposals for 
price hikes which would aver­ 
age four cents a quart in the 
grocery store, Poncia said 
The cost increases are the 
latest in a series and have 
inspired consumer groups to 
fight them at recent board 
hearings in Sacramento 
Poncia and Robert W Gia- 
comini, chief spokesmen at the 
m eeting, conceded that the 
price hikes loomed “ rather 
large" for shoppers. 
But, they said, dairymen 
were driven to them by a gen­ 
eral inflation affecting feeds, 
labor and interest on loans to 
meet new pollution control re­ 
quirements. 
Answering criticism linking 
the price increases with dairy 
contributions to President Nix­ 
on’s campaign fund, Giacomim 
declared; "California dairies 
have absolutely nothing to do 
with that. None of that money 
came from California ” 
Poncia also countered argu­ 
ments that the dairy industry 
should cut its advertising costs. 
The advertising program, he 
said. began several years ago 
as an attempt to reverse the 
declining per capita consump­ 
tion of milk 
"If we are not granted the 
increases, then we are afraid 
there will be a milk shortage,” 
Giacomini concluded, "Too 
many dairymen will have to go 
out of business."

Okla , ranked lowest in cases of 
syphilis, 
and 
Yonkers. N Y , 
had the least amount of gonor­ 
rhea cases. 
In addition to Washington and 
Atlanta, the association report 
ed. San Francisco, Memphis 
Tenn., Charlotte, N C , and 
Rochester. N Y., had high rates 
of venereal disease

NEW YORK - ‘‘Stove art." 
it might be called. And its 
delights are being discovered 
by an increasing number of 
appreciative people. 
Old-fashioned stoves of all 
types and vintages are finding 
decorative importance in to­ 
day's homes. A few varieties 
function for heating, as well. 
Some are grand. Some are 
quaint. Some are baroque por­ 
celain beauties that once served 
the great houses of Europe. 
Almost 
all have full, rich 
curves, or lacy filigree patterns 
cast in iron Most were made in 
the 18th, 19th. and early 20th 
centuries, when stovemaking 
was, indeed, an art, and when 
beauty — an ornamentation — 
was an expected dividend of 
most heating dev ices. 
Potbellied stoves that once 
warmed schoolhouses and rail­ 
road stations have been resur­ 
rected this winter by many an 
enterprising young couple seek­ 
ing cheaper heat. The small 
Shaker reproduction stove (Bi, 
selling for about $195, has been 
a “ hot" item all winter at the 
Shaker Workshops, Inc., in Con­ 
cord, Mass. Owners wax enthu­ 
siastic about the elegant sim­ 
plicity of its austere lines, and 
eloquent over its woodburmng 
efficiency 
The Franklin stove IE». said 
to have been developed by Ben­ 
iamin Franklin in the early 18th 
C entury, is in big demand these 


days. Several companies make 
the reproductions. The one 
shown here was made by a 
Portland, Maine, foundry and 
cost $470, excluding installation. 
It is. however, the antique 
stove as an element in decora­ 
tion that deserves most atten­ 
tion here. In 1954 Melanie Ka- 
hane, a leading New York 
interior designer, gave the posi­ 
tion of honor in her Manhattan 
townhouse to a nine-foot ba 
roque 18-century Austrian por­ 
celain stove (Fe It arrived in 70 
pieces and had to be reassem 
bled in her living room, with its 
13-foot ceiling. 
An authentic antique stove, 
such as Miss Kahane’s, would 
be extremely costly today.

'System' Sabotaged 
By People In It 


We often hear com plaints 
about “ the system .” Generally, 
they should be directed not at 
(he system itself, but at per­ 
sons within the system. 
Take, for example, the pri­ 
vate cabins on state-ow ned 
lands in Mount Tamalpsis State 
Park. 


WHEN THE PEOPLE of Cal 
ifornia authorized a state bond 
issue to purchase more land for 
state parks, it was never sug­ 
gested that any of that land 
would be held in private use. 
The system did not call for 
that. 
But 
when 
the 
Division 
of 
Beaches and Parks negotiated 
purchase of Steep Ravine from 
the 
William 
Kent 
Estate 
in 
1960, 
it made a “sweetheart 
deal” to allow 13 private cabin 
leases on the property at notes 
not to exceed those which had 
been charged by the Kent fami­ 
ly, with access limited to the 
lessees and their guests. 
This subversion of the inten­ 
tion of the voters was not part 
of the system. But it was done 
by persons within the system. 


IN 1972, State Sen. Peter H. 
Behr, R-San Rafael, introduced 
a 
bill 
intended 
to end 
this 
private use of public land. It 
set a deadline of March I of 
this year for termination of the 
leases. It passed both houses of 
the legislature, and was signed 
by Gov. Ronald Reagan. 
Senator Behr’s intention was 
to bring the park land back into 
the system — which provides 
for its public use. 
But some people in the State 
Division of Beaches and Parks 
did not seem to care much for 
the system They would rather 
operate outside the system by 
giving special privileges for the 
few on land purchased by the 
many with their tax dollars. 
As the time for lease termi­ 
nation arrived, the Independ- 
ent-Journal 
learned 
that 
the 
Division of Beaches and Parks 
had a new proposed “ sweet­ 
heart deal” which would per­ 


mit the 13 leases to continue for 
another IO years their private 
use of the cabins — for even 
less money than they had been 
paying. 


ACCORDING TO the system, 
as 
set 
up 
by legislation — 
including the Open Records Act 
authored by Marin-Sonoma As­ 
semblyman William T. Bagley 
— the new lease proposal was a 
matter of public record. 
But 
when 
an 
I-J 
reporter 
asked to see it. he was told by 
persons within the system, in­ 
cluding the attorney for the 
Division of Beaches and Parks, 
that it was secret. They chose 
to ignore the law — and the 
system it represents. 
Then other persons within the 
system, 
in the office of the 
governor who signed Senator 
Beh’rs bill into law, claimed 
they 
had 
been 
told 
by 
the 
Division of Beaches and Parks 
that 
no such 
lease proposal 
existed. 


BECAUSE the Independent- 
Journal exposed 
what 
was 
going on. there were protesters 
from Marin County on hand 
when the State Parks and Rec­ 
reation Commission met last 
Friday in San Francisco. And 
because of their protests, the 
c o m m is s io n 
s c r a p p e d 
the 
“sweetheart deal.” But it voted 
to offer the cabins for lease on 
an annual renewal basis. 
It was never intended by the 
voters who authorized the state 
bond issue that financed the 
park expansion that any part of 
it would be a private fief, either 
on long-term or short-term 
leases. 
The system, as set up by 
voters and legislators, has no 
provision for the private use of 
public park land. The purpose 
of buying park land with the 
People’s tax money is to make 
that land vailable to the people 
— all of them. 
But the system cannot work 
if officials and other employees 
within the system choose to 
ignore it

the voter* themselves. Too many do not 
trouble to ascertain the qualifications of 
those for whom they vote 
If that were not true, it is unlikely that 
such a person as Bob Moretti would 
venture to run for governor But being a 
candidate, his record deserves full exam­ 
ination 


BORN 
IN 
DETROIT, he completed 
high school in California ami attended 
Notre Dame, where he majored rn ac­ 
counting He is not, however, licensed in 
California to practice accountancy. 
The California Blue Book contains his 
biography. Since this is produced under 
the direction of the legislature it must be 
assumed it has been prepared precisely 
to Moretti’s desire 
In it he makes no 
claim to any achievement, business or 
otherwise, prior to being elected to the 
Assembly in 1964 He was then at the ripe 
age of 28,

IN R LH WAB REPLACED as speaker 
when a shift of party power put the 
Republicans in control But as minority 
leader he held the troops together and 
when he opted to leave the legislature to 
run for governor, the way was open for 
his protege to inherit the speakership 
when the Democrats regained control in 
1971 Moretti was then 34 years old

It was predictable that attacks on Secy. 
of State Henry Kissinger should start, 
especially in Western Europe 
The 
American 
foreign 
minister, 
so 
intensively and personally involved in 
direct diplomacy, is an open target. His 
style, based on intimate substantive dis­ 
cussion with other foreign ministers or 
heads of state, is very capable of the 
misunderstanding which befalls most in­ 
termediaries. 
Thus that the French, particularly out 
of sorts with the United States, should 
charge him with saying one thing in 
Paris, another in London, a third in Bonn 
is almost inevitable. The rehabilitation of 
U.S -French relations is going to be a 
most difficult task, possibly impossible 
until there is a shift in the regimes in 
both nations. 
But it would be a tragedy if Henry 
Kissinger were to be destroyed, especial­ 
ly by the charges of bad faith Happily, 
these charges have not surfaced in any 
major degree in the place w'here he has 
been busiest, the Middle East. There he 
seems to retain the confidence of tho 
adversaries. That is a very real triumph 


SECRETARY KISSINGER is recog 
iuzcd as the greatest international asset 
now possessed by the United States, and 
a domestic asset as well. Fortunately, 
few of President Nixon’s critics at home 
have turned their fire on his foreign 
minister. If anything, they give the secre­ 
tary credit which sometimes should go 
back to the leader who appointed him 
and stands behind him and may well 
have had a major share in some of the 
most successful policies. 
The real problems in Dr. Kissinger's 
role are twofold: 
that 
he should 
be 
considered a miracle man, from whom 
too much is expected, and that he can 
ever bridge over areas where American 
polity itself is deficient or neglected. 
Thus the criticisms from Western Europe 
should really be directed at the policies 
themselves. There both Secretary Kissin­ 
ger and President Nixon must share the 
blame. Burdened first by the task of 
disengagement in Vietnam and then with 


the threat of wider war in the Middle 
East, they failed to fulfill their boasts 
that 1973 would be "the year of Europe ’ 
They were late and not fully persuasive 
with plans to confront the energy crisis 
It was understandable that Europeans 
should make plans of their own, for they 
were desperately threatened by shortage 
It was inevitable that in desperation 
some of them should turn to unilateral 
deals with the oil producers 


AMERICAN POLICY toward the Com­ 
mon Market also has been ambiguous, 
slow, and sometimes contradictory, it 
has been easily possible for Western 
Europeans to believe —for it is indeed 
the 
fact —that the United States is 
primarily interested in its own deals with 
the superpowers, both China and Russia, 
and takes its ancient allies in the West 
too much for granted. There have been 
ineptitudes of contact, seen inevitably as 
snubs, which have rankled to the point of 
serious damage 
American diplomacy has not behaved 
i f if it really believed in a multi polar, 
multi power world. Thus over Western 
Europe hang two colossi — Washington 
and Moscow — settling business between 
them, while the Ignited States regulates 
its affairs 
with the Soviet Union by 
means of a balance-of-power flirtation 
with Peking This looks dangerous to the 
Europeans, and it is. They feel them­ 
selves to be somewhere in between, 
possibly the first victims if trouble ever 
breaks out 
Their memories of Metter- 
mch or Bismarck are not quite as fra 
grant as they assume Dr. Kissinger's to 
be 
Not until the United States begins to 
take Western Europe as seriously as it 
should be taken, putting as much time 
and thought and sensitivity into its af­ 
fairs as have been dedicated to Cairo and 
Damscus and Tel Aviv, can Secretary 
Kissinger hope to be understood and 
respected in that part of the world, which 
in many ways rem ains d ecisive for 
peace

Tale Of Inflation In Two 
'Conservatively' Ruled Nations 


LONDON — It is merely a fact, but 
also a fact worth some thoughtful study, 
that inflation, both in the United States 
and in Britain, reached its highest peaks 
not under socialist or left-wing dr populist 
government — but under the nearest 
thing to a conservative government the 
two countires have had in a long, long 
time 
In Britain the inflation rate reached 15 
per cent at the end of three years of Tory 
rule. It stands somewhere between 8 and 
9 per cent in the U.S. today after five 
years of Republican rule. The British 
rate never touched 15 per cent before 
within the memory' of man 
It never 
roached 9 in the U.S. since the Civil War 


HOW DOES IT HAPPEN that suppos­ 
edly conservative governm ents have 
done such a poor job in protecting the 
value of money and of work? The Ameri­ 
can workers’ real wages fell by about 5 
per cent during the last year; the British 
workers' went down by over IO per cent 
Electorates usually turn to conserva­ 
tives when they want their currency 
steadied and their industry expanded 
Yet unemployment has been rising rapid­ 
ly in the U S. and Britain has been in 
industrial stagnation And for this very 
reason the British voters have turned the 
Tories out and handed over to a new 
Labor government the task of restraining 
wages, curbing prices, and getting the 
economy moving again On the surface it 
would seem like a curious employment 
technique — not the expectable man for 
the job.

The Tories were turned out in Britain in 
>pite of excellent moral credentials. Tory 
Prime Minister Edward Heath had two 
scandals involving individuals during his 
latest government But they touched only 
the two individuals concerned and both 
men were promptly sent away from 
Westminster. The moral tone was un­ 
usually high for any government. So in 
Britain the disaffection of the voters was 
due solely and exclusively to high prices 
and job insecurity. 
The im portant question is whether 
there has been a common denominator in 
the economic failures of both Heath and 
Nixon administrations This gets into the 
realm of higher economics and probably 
few economists would agree.

In a 28-page report, the Sub­ 
committee on Civil Disorder 
declared the Hearst kidnaping 
has “ illustrated the severity of 
this terrorist tactic and the 
extremely helpless situation in 
which this type of incident 
leaves law enforcement author­ 
ities.” 
The 
report 
linked 
Miss 
Hearst’s kidnapers — the Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army — 
with a black convicts’ group, 
one of several prison gangs 
“ primarily” responsible for the 
“ worst siege of violence” ever 
in state penal institutions. 
The committee, chaired by 
Sen 
Dennis E Carpenter. R- 
N'ewport Beach, a former FBI 
agent, also said the SLA “ is 
thought to be a cadre of the 
Venceremos" — a group identi­ 
fied by the House Internal Se­ 
curity Committee as a “ poten­ 
tial threat to the internal 
security of the United States.” 
Carpenter's committee de­ 
clared. “ The time for preven­ 
tive measures against terror­ 
ism has arrived” and added. 
“ In light of the Patricia 
Hearst kidnaping and its at­ 
tendant publicity, it is obvious 
that such incidents will in­ 
crease. 
* 
“ As with the original success­ 
es of the air pirates, there is no 


reason to believe that this will 
tx1 the only kidnaping of this 
type . . . ” 
The report said that because 
Of “ The political demands of 
such terrorists, bargaining with 
them is difficult " 
It labeled the SLA demand 
for a massive food handout as 
“ bizarre.” 
The committee also reported, 
“ California’s penal institutions 
are now experiencing the worst 
siege of violence in their histo­ 
ry,” 
"In the past two years, there 
have been 57 fatalities, includ­ 
ing six prison guards, and over 
300 stabbings in the California 
prisons, the majority of which 
have been directly related by 
prison authorities lo four vio­ 
lent groups." 


The committee said the pris­ 
on gangs include: 
The Mexican Mafia —“ The 
original and probably largest 
and most powerful.” It is “ com­ 
posed of mainly Mexican-Amer- 
ltan prisoners from the East 
Dis Angeles area" and has 
been “ linked" with narcotics 
traffic inside and outside pris­ 
ons and eight Southern Califor­ 
nia murders outside prisons, 
according to the report. 
The Black Guerrilla Family 
which was "connected" with 
the SLA. The report said family 
members were visited in prison 
bv Nancy Ling Perry of the 
SLA. 
The Nuestra Familia or New 
Family — “ second most popu­ 
lous and powerful organiza­ 
tion." Another Chicano group, 


it “ competes with the Mexican 
Mafia for control of illegal ac­ 
tivities narcotics and in plain 
violence.”

Planning What To Do In Case 
Of Fire Can Be A Lifesaver 


Nothing is more terrifying than to be 
trapped by fire. Have you prepared your 
family for this emergency? Do you have the 
telephone number of the fire department near 
your phone? Where is the nearest call box in 
your neighborhood9 
Those who know what to do are likely to get 
out alive. This seldom is appreciated because 
most of us have never gone through the 
experience. 
There is no substitute for pre-planning in 
case of fire. Get the family 
together this evening and dis­ 
cuss the possibility. Teach each 
member how to notify the fire 
department quickly and cor­ 
rectly. Firemen do not look for 
the smoke; they can get there 
faster when they know the ad­ 
dress. 


possibility of fire with the baby­ 
sitter. Be sure she knows how 
to get out and the right way to 
call the fire department. Have 
her follow the fire authorities’ 
advice: “ Get everybody out 
fast and don t go back in.” 


TALK ABOUT exit routes and 
be sure they are clear, especial­ 
ly of objects that burn readily 
or block escape. The fire drill 
discussion should include the 
availability of methods to fight 
small fires with water or extin­ 
guishers. But above all, be sure 
everyone is ready to get out 
before anything is done. 
A garden hose in the base­ 
ment, for example, is a power­ 
ful weapon if it is near a faucet 
and ready to use. A bucket of 
sand or a blanket helps smother 
some fires. Portable home ex­ 
tinguishers are available.

Nothing seemed to diminish 
his missionary fervor as he 


brought to Ireland the great 
faith that Ireland still preserves 
and adheres to with such affec­ 
tion. He died in 493 and was 
mourned by thousands who car­ 
ried so many torches and can­ 
dles that the night shown like 
the light of day. St. Patrick was 
buried at the Hill of Down, at 
Downpatrick. Ireland, where a 
cathedral stands today.

Hello To The 'Little Limousines'

WASHINGTON - The scene 
is Pennsylvania Avenue, at 
night . . . a senior government 
official, a perplexed look on his 
face, arms laden with docu­ 
ments, hunches over and steps 
into the back seat of his small 
Plymouth Valiant .. . With an 
authoritative wave of his hand 
to the official chauffeur in 
front, he is on his way home 


For many a hard-pressed and 
occasionally disgruntled gov­ 
ernment official in this energy- 
thrifty capital, it’s good bye to 
those sleek Fleetwood Cadillac 
limousines — and hello to 
Plymouths, Fords, and Ram­ 
blers. 
Rut the changeover to the 
smaller, less gas-hungry car (a 
top objective of the administra­ 
tion for government officials) is 
not without some grumblings — 
and irritations. 


And, for some officials, the 
change is often from one big 
car to another big car. 
Both Senate Majority Loader 
Mike Mansfield, D Mont., and 
Senate Minority Leader Hugh 
Scott, R-Pa., for example, have 
turned in their Cadillacs — for 
Chryslers. Mansfield’s new 
Chrysler, according to an aide. 
is "dark blue.” Why a Chrysler, 
and not a .smaller car? ‘‘The 
car,” the aide says slowly, "is 
used for official functions, so 
they (Senators Mansfield and 
Scott) have to have a fair-sized 
car.” 
Scott s Chrysler, according to 
one of his aides, is "metallic 
gray, with a reading light." 
Scott, according to the aide, 
does a lot of nighttime reading. 
Still, as the aide sees it, the 
new car "doesn’t have the leg 
room of the larger Cadillac 
and appears to be harder to get 
in and out.” 
Meanwhile, on the House 
side, Speaker Carl Albert, I) 
Okla. is still using his large 
Cadillac and. according to a 
spokesman, is not contemplat­ 
ing turning it in at this point. 
According to the spokesman, 
there would be little gas saving 
by switching, since the speaker 


lives in northwest Washington 
and mainly uses the car "going 
back and forth” between his 
home and offices. 
For their part, most top Nix­ 
on administration officials have 
made the changeover, though 
there are some exceptions for 
security purposes. The Secret 
Service maintains large ar 


Only Two Are 
Sent To Senate 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (UPI) - 
Only two men have been elect­ 
ed to the US. Senate after 
serving as governor this centu­ 
ry in Arkansas. 
Joe T. Robinson, who was 
elected governor in 1912, re­ 
signed in 1913 to enter the U S 
Senate. Robinson served in the 
Senate until his death in 1937. 
Jeff Davis, who was governor 
of Arkansas from 1900 to 1904. 
was elected to the Senate in 
UKW and served until his death 
in 1913. 


moured vehicles (Lincolns, Cad­ 
illacs. and Chryslers) for Presi­ 
dent Nixon, Vice-President 
Gerald R. Ford, Treasury Sec­ 
retary George P. Schultz, Sec­ 
retary of State Henry A. Kissin 
ger. and foreign dignitaries. 
More typical of the trend 
among Cabinet officers is what 
has happened at the Depart­ 
ment of Transportation. Trans­ 
portation Secretary Claude S. 
Brinegar now is using a Plym 
outh — or his own smaller 
Porsche — when he travels 


back and forth to his home in 
McLean, Va. 
At the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development, Secre­ 
tary James T. Lynn also has 
switched to a Plymouth as have 
undersecretaries and assistant 
secretaries. 
Administration spokesmen in­ 
sist that it is the symbolism of 
the changeover — rather than 
any actual savings in fuel — 
that is most at issue in explain­ 
ing the sudden conversion to 
the "smallies,” as some offi­ 
cials dub them. 
Nor are visiting guests here, 
such as big-city majors, getting 
any special red carpet, big 
Fleetwood treatment. 
"We can’t imagine an impor­ 
tant domestic official coming 
back here that couldn't be tak­ 
en somewhere in a motor-pool 
car,” says one official of the 
Department of Transportation, 
an unmistakable chuckle in his 
voice. 
Meanwhile, the State Depart­ 
ment, concerned as much with 
security as protocol, is using 
larger cars for important over­ 
seas guests. 
For its part, the govern­ 
ment’s General Services Ad­ 
ministration is quick to note 
that there is little danger of 
running out of the smaller cars. 
The CSA maintains some IOO 
interagency car motor pools 
around the U S. with a fleet of 
around 34,000 sedans. 
Since Nixon’s decision re­ 
stricting officials to use of 
smaller cars last November, 
moreover, the GSA has ordered 
some 5,000 new cars — all 
compacts. Present plans call 
for the eventual sale of all 
larger vehicles in the GSA pool.
